- The 
harkontal surl^ces of buil«lin@-blQcks of interiocking type are each provided with a 
longltydlnally extending rib 6 or recess 7 and a transverse rib 8 or recess, and batii the 
tratisverse and longitudinal ribs and recesses extend to at least one edge of the block. 
Walls formed of two sets of blocks may be tied by blocks of double width having either 
one Or two longitudinal and transverse ribs on the upper surface and corresponding 
recesses on the under face.

10 This iavention relates to building 
blocks and has for its object to pi-ovide 
an improved oonstniotion of that Mud of 
block wherein interlocking or interea- 
gaging projections or ribs are pr{*yided, 

15 It has already been pr&posed in some 
cases to provide building blocks of hpllo'v? 
construction provided upon one snrfaee 
with a lougitndinal rib "and upon an' 
opposite surface with a corresponding' 

.20 longitudinal recess. In another case it 
has been proposed- to provide building' 
blocks with alternate projections and 
TCcesses extending longitudinally across 
its upper, lower and veitically aerogs the 

2fl end faces of tie block'fi'oia edge to edge, 
the positions of the projections on the 
one face corresponding to the position of 
the recesses on tho opposite face so that 

■ _ the bricks can interengage or interlock 

30' and in the latter ease the block w&& also 
proyided' with a titmsverse pirojectioi 
and a transverae feeess. on its ubper and 
lower faces TOspectively, W they only 
extend asross the cenke portibiiB 'of 'ihe 

35 brick. 

The object of the presea-fc inventioa is 
to provide a generally improTed ftrj-'aJngc- 
meat of the interlodang projeotionB on 
such blocks. 

40 Acwrding to this iaveatioa the upper 
or lower suifaee or both are provided 
with a ioagitudinaliy extending rib or 
recess and a transverse rib or feeess ^ both 
the longitudinal aad the transverse ribs 

46 or recesses extending to at least oae edge 
of the block.

The invfoition. is particularly applic- 
able to what are known as quoia blocks 
for use at the corners of buildings. 

Another position in which the simple 60 
building blocks . according to this inven- 
tion can be used is the junctioa of a par- 
tition wall with a continuous wall. 

Another feature of my invention is to 
provide a building block of the above 55- 
type of . doable the width of the usual 
building block and to provide said wide 
block with two oori*espoadiag longi- 
tudittftl rite upon its top ?.nd two eprre' 
^ponding longitudinal xecessfes oa its 60 
under siirlEtce. A pourse of such block? 
can be UJsed at iaiervals ia .a waJl built 
up of two thicknesaes of otrdiaary blocks, 
said course of blocks of double width 
serving to tie the or^nwy bloclts 05 
together at intervals. 

Special blocks may also be pi-ovided ia 
accordance with this invention suitable 
for the junction of partition walls with 
walls where the blocks are provided with, 70 
two longitudinal ribs and recesses and 
suitable blocks may also be provided for 
uSe as corner blocks in walls where the 
special wide blocks ha,ving pairs of ribjS 
and recesses axe employed, 73 

In -order that my inventioa may be 
clearly Xmderstood aad more readily car- 
ried into practice I have appended here- 
unto two sheets of drawings iiluBtrating 
the same, wherein:—' . .

Figure 1 is a perspective view shewing 
a comer block of simple form,

tjMisveTse recese 3 which extends only 
partly across the Mock. Aa will he seen 
bam a reference to Figure 2,- this block 
is for use at a coa'ner and while the 

S recesseV-extend to one edge oi the inner 
end or inn&r side of the hlocis:, it does .not 
extend to the outer side o-r end 4 which 
IS stopped. It will be seen that this 
block has the advantage that none of the 

3 interengaging ribis and recesses show 
upon the outside of the wall. It will he 
understood that althoug^h I have only 
deserihed the I'soessee, ;the pro]eetiQna 
will correspond with the recesses in fbrisi 

5 nod arrfuigemeat. 

The coBStniction: shewn in Figiu^s 8 
and 4 is extremely similar except that in 
this case the longitudinal rib 5 which 
estends to one inner edge only of the 

5 block is combined with a transverse rib 
which extends eompletely across the 
block to both its edges and the recesses 
7 and S upon the underside correspond 
exactly to the ribs 6 and 6. The end 9 

S di this block is also sto;^|ed and the 
Mock IB shewi in use in ffigui'e 4. 
If a wall is built up of two thiek- 

- nesses -of blocks each provided with ribs 
then special blocks as shewn in 3?ig^^re 5 

0 are to be used at the corners, As will 
be 'seen froin Figure 5, these _ special 
eoriier bloclts are provided with iwO 

• longitudinal ribs 1(3 and also two trans-, 
verse ribs on the top, and ifpon the under 

5 surface these blocks are pravided with 
two short, longitudinal recessps 17 ia' 
combination with two transverse reoeaeea 
■ 18, all of which projections, and I'eeesses 
extend to one, edge, but aoi lb the 

0 opposite edg0 of the block so that the 
ends of the.se blocks axe stopped. 



Similarly in walls where two sets of 
blocks are provided, special blocks may- 
be accessary for the jimction of a parti- 
tion wall and such a spetftal block is 55 
shewn in Figures 6 and 7, In this con- 
struction the Hndei"side of the block is 
provided with two transverse reoeseeB SO 
which extend to both edges of the block " 
and a single longitudinal recess SI which 60 
extends to one inner edge only whilst the 
upper s»rlace is provided with a Bingle -- 
longitudinal rib 22, which also extends 
to one edge only and two transverse ribs 
23 which extend to both edges of the fi'S 
block. The outer end of the block is 
thereby stopped. 

The he:^ht of the blocks hereinbefore 
described is nonnally six and a hall 
inches which is the thickness of two 70 
courses of brickwork. 

Having now particulajly described and 
ascertained the uattu'e of my said inven- 
tion and m what manner the same U 
to he jtieirformed, I declare that what I 76 
claim w :— ' 

I. A building block of th? kind speei. 
fied wherein the upper or lowei? surface 
or both is or are provided with a longi' 
tudinally exte^iding rit or recess and a 80 
transverse rib or recess ; both the^ longi- 
tudinal aiid the transverse ribs or 
recesses extending to at least one e^ge 
of the block. 

3. A kiilding block according to 85 
Claim 1 having a height , or thieMtess 
which is a multiple of the mean height 
or thickittess of a course of brickwork. 

3. A building block substantially as 
described with reference to any of the 80 
acoom^nying drawings.
